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About  our  Endowment 

The  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical  Research  Endowment  Fund  was  established  in  1980 
to  finance  the  objectives  of  the  Foundation  — to  establish  a long-term  program  of  medical  and  health 
research  in  the  Province.  The  Fund  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation 
for  Medical  Research  Act.  The  initial  investment  was  $300  million. 


How  is  it  managed? 

Alberta  Investment  Management,  the  investment 
operations  group  of  Alberta  Revenue,  is  responsible 
for  investing  the  Endowment.  The  Endowment  is 
invested  subject  to  the  Statement  of  Investment 
Policy  established  by  the  Endowment  Fund  Policy 
Committee  of  Alberta  Revenue.  The  Investment 
objective  is  to  exceed  the  return  on  the  fund’s  policy 
benchmark  over  a four-year  period  and  to  target  a 
5.5%  annual  real  (after  inflation)  rate  of  return. 

What  impact  does  the  endowment  value 
have  on  budgets? 

Foundation  management  works  with  Alberta  Revenue 
in  developing  long  term  investment  forecasts  and 
strategies  to  ensure  sufficient  cash  to  fund  current 
operations,  while  maintaining  the  value  of  the 
endowment  over  the  long  term. 

The  Foundation  drew  $50  million  from  its 
Endowment  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  2004, 
which  represents  6.9%  of  the  opening  balance  ($726 
million  at  April  1,  2003).  The  balance  at  March  31, 
2004  was  $897  million.  The  generally  accepted  guide- 
line for  endowment  expenditures  is  5%  or  less  over  the 
long  term.  The  opening  value  of  the  Endowment  was 
a result  of  the  negative  returns  from  the  Endowment 
investments  and  the  markets  in  general  in  2002  and 
2003.  The  Endowment  had  previously  reached  a value 
of  $1.2  billion  which  would  have  supported  a draw  of 
$50  million  under  a 5%  guideline.  The  Foundation 
has  taken  steps  to  reduce  expenditures  over  the  long 


term  to  an  annual  level  that  will  be  consistent 

with  current  best  practices  and  its  goal  of  endowment 

sustainability. 

How  is  Fund  performance  evaluated? 

Investment  benchmarks  are  constructed  for  each  asset 
class  based  on  similar  risk  profiles  and  investment 
strategies.  Broad  asset  classes  include  cash,  fixed 
income,  Canadian  equity,  U.S.  equity,  non-North 
American  equity,  real  estate  and  alternative  assets. 
Benchmarks  include  SC  91  day  T-bills,  S.C.  Bond 
Universe,  S&P/TSX  Composite,  S&P  1500,  MSCI 
World,  etc.  The  individual  asset  class  benchmarks  are 
amalgamated  at  the  total  fund  level  to  create  the  fund’s 
policy  benchmark  to  which  actual  investment 
performance  is  compared. 

About  our  Budgets 

How  do  we  set  our  annual  and  long  term  budgets? 

AHFMR  management  develops  long  range  projec- 
tions, based  on  Trustee  decisions  about  maintaining 
current  programs  and  developing  new  ones.  These 
projections  are  then  evaluated,  taking  into  account 
the  anticipated  value  of  the  endowment  over  the  long 
term.  Annual  budgets  are  then  developed  from  this 
long-range  projection.

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why  do  actual  expenditures  sometimes  vary 
from  the  budget? 

Budgets  are  based  on  estimates  of  quality  and  number 
of  applications  for  programs  and  the  results  of  the 
review  process.  Actual  expenditures  may  vary  from 
the  budget,  depending  on  the  quality  and  number  of 
applications  received  and  approved,  and  the  number 
of  awards  accepted.  (Excellence  is  the  primary  criteria 
for  funding  proposals.)  In  addition,  the  Foundation 
responds  to  needs  as  they  arise  in  the  community  and 
unforeseen  opportunities  may  result  in  increased 
spending. 

About  our  Peer  Review 

How  does  AHFMR  decide  whom  to  fund? 

All  final  decisions  about  people  and  projects  supported 
by  AHFMR  are  made  by  the  Trustees.  They  must 
weigh  the  mandate  - to  support  a balanced  program 
of  research  that  meets  standards  of  excellence  — against 
available  income,  a portion  which  must  be  added  to 
the  endowment  to  conserve  purchasing  power  for 
the  future. 

Who  advises  the  Trustees? 

The  AHFMR  Board  of  Trustees  and  executive  rely 
on  advice  from  many  people  in  the  international, 
national,  and  provincial  medical  research  and  health 
communities.  Members  of  the  AHFMR  Scientific 
Advisory  Council  advise  on  major  applications  and 
policy  decisions  related  to  research.  Other  scientists 
and  stakeholders  in  research,  education,  and  health 
serve  on  AHFMR  committees  or  as  consultants. 

The  Foundation  has  numerous  peer-review  and/or 
advisory  committees  for  various  programs. 


How  are  the  applications  for  funding  evaluated? 

AHFMR  follows  the  established  procedure  of  evaluating 
applications  by  a peer  review  system,  whereby  applica- 
tions are  evaluated  and  rated  by  other  researchers 
and/ or  users  of  health  research  information  who  have 
expert  knowledge  in  each  applicant’s  field  of  study. 
These  include  external  reviewers  who  may  be  working 
in  any  part  of  the  world,  as  well  as  internal  AHFMR 
committees  with  representatives  from  universities  and 
hospitals  in  Alberta  and  throughout  North  America. 
These  peer  review  committees  then  forward  their 
evaluations  and  recommendations  to  the  Trustees. 

How  do  successful  candidates  receive 
their  funding? 

All  grants,  awards,  and  other  funding  are  subject  to 
terms  and  conditions  which  must  be  agreed  to  prior 
to  funding.  Researchers  funded  by  AHFMR  are 
recruited  by  the  universities,  hospitals,  or  other 
organizations  where  they  will  conduct  their  research, 
and  these  host  organizations  sponsor  their  applications 
for  AHFMR  funding.  Successful  applicants  become 
employees  of  these  organizations,  not  of  AHFMR. 
AHFMR  reimburses  the  host  organization  for  salary 
and  other  award  related  costs. 

Projects  funded  by  AHFMR,  such  as  through  the 
Technology  Commercialization  program,  may  be 
paid  through  universities,  institutions  or  other 
organizations  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  award. 
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Awards  and  other  programs  of  AHFMR 


ECISIONS  ABOUT  AHFMR  AWARDS 

are  based  on  advice  provided  by  a sys- 
tem called  peer  review.  AHFMR  receives 
applications  from  the  individual  and  the 
host  organization  where  the  research  will  be  carried 
out.  The  applications  are  sent  to  outside  reviewers 
with  expertise  in  relevant  fields  and  these  reviewers 
assess  the  qualifications  of  the  applicant  and  the 
feasibility,  importance,  relevance,  and  originality 
of  the  proposed  projects.  Then  the  applications  are 
assessed  by  an  AHFMR  committee  of  reviewers, 
who  rank  them  in  order  of  excellence,  and  forward 
recommendations  to  AHFMR’s  Board  of  Trustees. 

Applications  for  the  most  senior  award.  Heritage 
Scientist  are  reviewed  by  international  committees; 
the  Scientific  Advisory  Council  (for  biomedical 
applications)  and  by  the  Health  Advisory  Committee 
(health  applications)  to  ensure  activities  supported 
meet  world  standards  in  the  quality  of  their  research.

Applied  Health  Research  Programs 

AHFMR’s  Applied  Health  Research  Programs  (AHRP) 
section  coordinates  initiatives  whose  goal  is  to  increase 
capacity  in  the  health  system  as  a whole  for  doing  and 
using  health  research. 

AHRP  leads  five  major  activities  to  accomplish 
this  goal: 

> Swift  Efficient  Application  of  Research  in  Community  Health 
(SEARCH)  is  a two  year  virtual  program  for  health  profes- 
sionals that  trains  them  to  conduct  and  use  research,  and 
then  participate  in  a SEARCH  Network  to  increase  capacity 
for  evidence-based  decision  making  throughout  Alberta. 

> The  Community  Research  Ethics  Board  of  Alberta  (CREBA) 
provides  ethics  reviews  for  practice-based  researchers  who 
do  not  have  access  to  other  research  ethics  boards. 

> The  Alberta  Research  Ethics  Community  Consensus  Initiative 
(ARECCI)  aims  to  develop  a common  understanding  across 
the  province  in  order  to  increase  the  clarity  and  efficiency  of 
ethics  review  processes  for  research  and  evaluation. 

> The  Health  Research  Transfer  Network  of  Alberta  (RTNA)  is 
a network  of  professionals  interested  in  the  application  of 
research  to  facilitate  evidence-based  decision  making  in  the 
health  regions. 

> Alberta  Consultative  Health  Research  Network  (ACHRN) 
increases  capacity  by  providing  workshops  and  consultation 
services  to  health  professionals  on  research  and  evaluation.

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Health  Technology  Assessment  Unit 

AHFMR  established  the  Health  Technology 
Assessment  (HTA)  Unit  in  1995,  under  the  Health 
Research  Collaboration  Agreement  - a contractual 
arrangement  between  Alberta  Health  & Wellness  and 
AHFMR.  The  HTA  Unit  operates  independently 
from  other  governmental  organizations  and  agencies 
and  is  affiliated  with  national  and  international  health 
technology  assessment  agencies.  It  is  a member  of 
the  International  Network  of  Agencies  for  Health 
Technology  Assessments.  It  conducts  thorough 
assessments,  based  on  requests  from  government, 
health  organizations,  and  health  care  professionals, 
of  health  technologies  - drugs,  medical  devices, 
medical  and  surgical  procedures,  and  the  administra- 
tive and  support  systems  within  which  health  care 
is  delivered.  The  HTA  unit  also  has  an  active  program 
of  disseminating  its  products  to  policy  makers, 
decision  makers  and  clinicians  in  practise. 

The  unit  offers  a six  month  professional  development 
opportunity  to  anyone  who  has  an  interest  in  developing 
skills  and  knowledge  in  conducting  health  technology 
assessments.

Impact  Analysis  Unit 

AHFMR’s  Impact  Analysis  Unit  was  established  in 
2001.  It  counsels,  coordinates,  commissions,  and  con- 
ducts analysis  and  evaluation  relating  to  the  impact  of 
AHFMR’s  programs.  “Impact”  refers  to  the  broad  and 
diverse  effects  or  outcomes  stemming  from  AHFMR’s 
activities,  which  can  be  immediate,  intermediate,  or 
ultimate  in  nature.  The  scope  of  the  Impact  Analysis 
Unit  includes  all  AHFMR  activities  and  programs. 
Projects  conducted  or  coordinated  by  the  Unit  in 
2003-2004  included  the  evaluation  of  the  Health 
Research  Collaboration  Agreement,  a survey  of  the 
Research  Transfer  Network  of  Alberta  membership, 
a satisfaction  survey  of  Community  Research  Ethics 


Board  of  Alberta  clients,  and  a study  of  Health 
Research  Fund  outputs  and  outcomes.  The 
Coordinator,  Impact  Analysis,  is  presently  part  of  the 
Advisory  Team  to  the  HTA  Ambassador  Pilot  Project 
as  well  as  the  Advisory  Team  to  the  external  evaluation 
of  Canadian  Health  Services  Research  Foundation 
(CHSRF)’s  EXTRA  Program.  In  2003-2004  the 
Unit  contributed  to  presentations  at  ISTAHC  2003, 
Community-University  Expo  International,  the 
University  of  Alberta’s  Margaret  Scott  Wright  Research 
Day,  and  the  5th  International  Conference  on  the 
Scientific  Basis  of  Health  Services. 

Technology  Commercialization  Program 

The  Technology  Commercialization  (TC)  Program 
assists  Alberta  innovators  with  the  transfer  of  new 
health-related  ideas  and  scientific  findings  into 
successful  commercial  products  and  services.  In 
particular,  the  TC  strategy  focuses  on  the  early  stage 
of  commercial  development:  identifying  opportunities, 
supporting  the  people  behind  the  ideas,  and  gearing 
technology  development  toward  market  readiness. 
Components  of  the  TC  Program  include  project 
funding  in  three  phases  up  to  $685,000  and  aTC 
Internship  Program.  In  addition,  there  is  funding 
for  educational  seminars/training  and  a ForeFront 
Committee,  which  is  comprised  of  commercialization 
experts  who  help  applicants  and  their  teams  to 
understand  critical  business  issues  and  processes, 
and  provides  peer  review  for  applications. 
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Major  Funding  Partners 

Since  1981,  the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical  Research  has  granted  more  than  $780  million 
to  support  health  research  in  Alberta.  The  Foundation  and  the  Alberta  research  community  rely  heavily 
on  the  contributions  of  many  partners  to  build  and  sustain  health  research  in  the  province.  It  is 
estimated  that  for  every  Heritage  dollar  invested,  AHFMR  researchers  attract  $2-3  in  outside  funding.

Pharmaceutical  companies  individually  or  through  the 
Rx&D  are  committed  to  investing  in  the  excellence 
that  AHFMR-funded  research  delivers.

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Management  Discussion  and  Analysis 

The  following  comments  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  financial  statements  included  in 
this  report  which  have  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  in 
Canada.  The  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical  Research  (“the  Foundation”)  operates  in 
accordance  with  the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical  Research  Act.  In  support  of  its  mission, 
the  Foundation  expends  its  financial  resources  in  support  of  health  research  and  the  application  of 
health  research.  This  is  done  primarily  through  grants,  awards  and  special  programs. 


Endowment  Fund  Performance 

The  Foundation  draws  its  financial  resources  from 
the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical  Research 
Endowment  Fund  (“the  Endowment”)  and  other 
specific  funding  agreements.  Alberta  Revenue,  through 
its  investment  operations  group,  Alberta  Investment 
Management  is  responsible  for  investing  the 
Endowment  Fund  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Financial  Administration  Act,  utilizes  the  prudent 
person  rule.  The  Fund  is  invested  subject  to  the 
Statement  of  Investment  Policy  established  by  the 
Investment  Operations  Committee.  The  Investment 
objective  is  to  exceed  the  return  on  the  fund’s  policy 
benchmark  over  a four-year  period  and  to  target  a 
5.5%  annual  real  (after  inflation)  rate  of  return. 

At  March  31,  2004,  the  one  year  return  was  24.0% 
(benchmark  23.3%)  and  the  four  year  return  was 
0.0%  (benchmark -0.3%). 

Revenue 

The  Foundation  drew  $50  million  from  its  endowment, 
which  was  valued  at  $826  million  at  March  31,  2004. 
This  represents  6.9%  of  the  opening  balance  of  the 
endowment  ($726  million  at  April  1,  2003).  The 
generally  accepted  guideline  for  endowment  expendi- 
tures is  5%  or  less  over  the  long  term.  The  opening 
value  of  the  endowment  was  a result  of  the  negative 
returns  from  the  endowment  investments  and  the 


markets  in  general  in  2002  and  2003.  The  endowment 
had  previously  reached  a value  of  $1.2  billion  which 
would  have  supported  a draw  of  $50  million  under  a 
5%  guideline.  The  Foundation  has  taken  steps  to 
reduce  expenditures  over  the  long  term  to  an  annual 
level  that  will  be  consistent  with  current  best  practices 
and  its  goal  of  endowment  sustainability. 

The  Foundation  also  administers  programs  supported 
by  revenue  from  the  Health  Research  Collaboration 
with  Alberta  Health  and  Wellness.  Funding  is  $4.8 
million  per  year  under  the  current  5 year  agreement, 
but  revenue  is  recognized  only  as  expenditures  under 
the  program  are  made  - $4.6  million  in  2004.  These 
funds  support  specific  granting  programs,  the  Health 
Technology  Assessment  activities,  specific  activities 
under  the  Applied  Health  Research  Programs,  and 
administration  costs  for  these  elements. 

Under  the  terms  of  some  Technology  Commercialization 
agreements,  funding  provided  to  recipients  is  repayable 
based  on  future  revenues  or  specific  events.  In  2004, 
$195,000  was  repaid  under  the  terms  of  16  agree- 
ments. 

Expenses 

The  Foundation  expended  $45.6  million  in  grants  and 
awards,  a significant  drop  from  the  prior  year  ($52.1 
million).  Over  68%  of  these  expenses  were  to  support 
multi-year  awards  to  independent  researchers  under

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Personnel  awards.  The  total  number  of  Personnel 
awards  remained  relatively  constant  at  between  235 
and  240.  Reductions  were  made  to  various  Personnel 
award  elements  including  the  contribution  to  indirect 
costs  and  restriction  to  the  size  of  the  establishment 
grants.  Other  significant  reductions  were  made  to 
other  categories  of  awards.  The  significant  increase  in 
Applied  Health  Research  related  to  expenditures  under 
the  Health  Research  Collaboration. 

Program  delivery  expenditures  of  $2.5  million 
increased  for  Health  Research  Collaboration  related 
expenses  but  were  held  relatively  constant  for  other 
programs.  Operations  expenses  were  reduced  overall 
primarily  in  the  area  of  peer-review  with  increased  use 
of  teleconferencing  for  meetings. 

Outlook 

Management  anticipates  that  Alberta  Revenue 
projections  for  long  term  rates  of  return  will  remain 
in  the  order  of  5.5%  real,  and  that  transfers  from  the 
endowment  should  be  targeted  at  4.5%  to  5%  of 
the  three  year  average  value  of  the  Endowment.  The 
Foundation  will  continue  to  seek  alternative  funding 
to  support  programs  aligned  with  its  mission  such  that 
the  impact  of  the  Foundation  investment  in  health 
research  is  maximized  for  the  benefit  of  Alberta  while 
being  fiscally  responsible  with  Endowment  resources. 

Report  of  Management 

The  consolidated  financial  statements*  of  the 
Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical  Research 
(the  Foundation)  are  the  responsibility  of  management 
and  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
These  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  by 
management  in  accordance  with  Canadian  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  and  include  disclosures 
otherwise  require  by  laws,  regulations  and  agreements 
to  which  the  Foundation  is  subject.  These  financial 
statements  also  include  amounts  that  are  based  on 
estimates  and  judgments,  which  reflect  currently 
available  information.  The  Foundation  has  developed 


and  maintains  accounting  procedures  and  related 
systems  of  internal  controls  that  are  designed  to 
provide  reasonable  assurance  that  its  assets  are 
safeguarded  and  that  its  financial  records  are  reliable. 

In  accordance  with  the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation 
for  Medical  Research  Act,  the  Auditor  General  of 
Alberta  is  appointed  as  the  external  auditor  and  the 
Auditor’s  Report  is  presented  herein. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  appointed  a Finance 
Committee  whose  duties  include  meeting  with 
management  and  external  auditors  periodically  to 
review  any  significant  accounting,  internal  control 
and  auditing  matters.  They  also  review  and 
recommend  the  annual  financial  statements 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees.
